Construction  Work  Gets  Under  Way 
On  $3  Million  Library  Building 


Bids  have  been  opened  by  the 
State  Capital  Budget  Board  on  the 
construction  of  a  new  library  at 
Northwestern  and  construction  has 
begun   on   the   facility. 

Low  bidder  on  the  project  was 
the  Mclnnis  Company  of  Minden 
with   a   bid   of  $1,948,314. 

Northwestern  has  received  $3 
million  in  state  appropriations  for 
he  library,  which  will  be  one  of  the 
most  modern  university  library 
facilities  in  the  South. 

Architects  for  the  three-story 
building,  which  will  have  100,000 
scjuare  feet,  are  DeKeyser,  Ponthie 
and  Boutte  of  Alexandria  and  L. 
Jaco  Leblanc  of  Lafayette. 

Although  present  plans  call  for 
a  three-story  building,  the  structure 
is  being  planned  to  allow  for  the 
addition  of  two  more  floors  should 
expansion  become  necessary  in  the 
future. 

The  library  will  be  equiped  with 
elevators  and  will  bo  completely 
carpeted    and    air-conditioned. 

Construction  of  the  library  will 
be  on  a  tract  of  land  bordering  on 
Highway  6  on  the  Northwest  edge 
of  the  campus.  Three  frame  build- 
ings which  have  served  in  recent 
years  as  fraternity  houses  have 
been  demolished  to  make  way  for 
the  library. 

Among  special  features  of  the 
library  will  be  private  carrels  for 
graduate  students,  a  serials  read- 
ing area,  reference  and  bibliogra- 
phy room,  seminar  rooms  and 
faculty  and  staff  offices.  A  media 
center  in  the  library  will  include 
microfilm,  phono-records,  tapes 
and  other  audio-visual  equipment.

Awards  Given  For 
NSU  Pecan  Study 

The  Department  of  Biological 
Sciences  at  Northwestern  has  been 
selected  as  recipient  of  the  top 
institutional  award  presented  by 
the  Nut  Producers  and  Processors 
of   America. 

■forthwestern  officials  received 
the  award  during  the  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  Southern  Farmers  As- 
sociation Board  of  Directors  in 
Little  Rock,  Ark.  "The  Nutcracker 
New,"  a  journal  of  the  nut  pro- 
duction and  processing  industry, 
cooperated  in  the  presentation  of 
the  award. 

Representing  Northwestern  in 
the  awards  ceremony  were  Dr. 
Rene  Bienvenu,  dean  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Science  and  Technology, 
and  Dr.  Arthur  Allen,  biology  de- 
partment faculty  member  and 
director  of  the  university's  pecan 
improvement  program. 

In  presenting  the  award,  the 
association  praised  Northwestern 
for  work  accomplished  during  the 
past  two  years  in  revitalizing  an 
existing  pecan  orchard  on  the  NSU 
campus.  Also  cited  was  the  univer- 
sity's in-depth  research  on  the 
fungus  causing  pecan  scab  disease 
and  search  for  possible  control 
measures. 

Northwestern  is  also  conducting 
an  educational  program  to  train 
young  adults  in  the  establishment, 
maintenance,  care  and  production 
of  pecans  as  a  fruit  crop.  This  work 
has  been  done  in  the  field,  labora- 
tory and  classroom. 

J.H.  Williams  of  Natchitoches 
received  an  individual  award  for 
his  work  in  the  promotion  of  pecans 
as  an  industry  and  the  mechaniza- 
tion of  the  pecan  industry. 


Caddo  Is  Leader 
In  NSU  Students 

Caddo  Parish  is  Northwestern's 
leading  contributor  of  students 
again  this  semester,  according  to 
a  breakdown  of  fall  term  enroll- 
ment figures. 

Represented  by  420  women  and 
428  men  for  a  total  of  848,  Caddo 
has  for  several  years  had  the  larg- 
est number  of  students  at  North- 
western of  all  the  Louisiana 
parishes. 

Natchitoches  Parish  has  the 
second  largest  number  of  students 
with  844,  but  an  additional  150 
married  students  from  throughout 
the  state  are  now  listing  addresses 
in  Natchitoches. 

The  third  largest  contributor  of 
students  to  Northwestern  is  Rap- 
ides with  728,  including  370  men 
and  358  women.  Rapides  had  the 
largest  increase  in  enrollment  of 
any  parish.  Last  fall,  NSU  had  619 
students  from  Rapides. 

Vernon  Parish  is  fourth  with  an 
enrollment  of  2y9,  and  DeSoto  is 
iitth  with  261.  Bossier  Parish 
follows  with  249,  giving  the  Caddo- 
iiossier  area  a  total  of  1,0»7.  Caddo 
and  Bossier  Parishes  have  21  per- 
cent of  the  Northwestern  student 
population. 

Figures  reveal  that  of  North- 
western's  enrollment  of  5,947  this 
semester,  5,532  of  the  students  are 
from  Louisiana.  The  Louisiana 
students  make  up  b3  percent  of 
the  total  enrollment  of  the  univer- 
sity. 

All  64  of  Louisiana's  parishes 
are  represented  at  Northwestern. 
In  addition,  there  are  294  out-of- 
state  students  from  42  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  there 
are  121  foreign  students  from  12 
countries. 

Texas  is  the  leading  contributor 
of  out-of-state  students  to  North- 
western with  a  total  this  semester 
of  66. 

Other  Louisiana  parishes  which 
contribute  largely  to  Northwest- 
ern's student  population  are  Sa- 
bine, 226;  East  Baton  Rouge,  163; 
Webster,  151;  Avoyelles,  141; 
Winn,  126;  Grant,  103,  and  Red 
River  100.

Four  Northwestern  Grid  Stars 
Attrack  National  Recognition 


Four  Northwestern  State  players 
received  mention  on  The  Associat- 
ed Press'  Little  Ail-American  Foot- 
ball Team  for  the  1969  season. 

The  quartet-guard  Leslie  Robert- 
son, center  Gary  McCrary,  fullback 
Richard  Ware  and  defensive  tackle 
Walter  Edler — all  were  voted  hon- 
orable mention  Ail-American. 

Earlier,  each  was  selected  to  the 
All-Gulf  States  Conference  team, 
along  with  split  end  Al  Phillips, 
guard  Bobby  Koncak  and  quarter- 
buck  Mike  Pool. 

Northwestern  compiled  a  7-3 
record  in  1969  and  finished  in 
second  place  in  the  GSC. 

At  the  team's  annual  award  ban- 
quet, safety  Kenny  Hrapmann  re- 
ceived the  Demon  Award,  which 
goes  to  the  player  grading  the  high- 
est over  the  entire  season.  Ware 
was  chosen  the  team's  most  valu- 


able player.

Good  Size  Linemen 
Top  Demon  Recruits 

Signing  two  of  its  biggest  and 
possibly  most  promising  prospects 
in  history.  Northwestern  State  has 
launched  its  football  recruiting  for 
the   1971  season. 

Coach  Glenn  Gossett  has  an- 
nounced the  signing  of  seven  pros- 
pects, headed  by  offensive  tackles 
Joe  Thra.sh  (6-4,  295)  of  Shreveport 
Woodlawn  and  Benard  White  (6-1, 
260)  of  Shreveport  Booker  T.  Wash- 
ington. 


finished  13-13  overall  and  earned 
an  invitation  to  the  district  NAIA 
playoffs,  which  looms  as  their 
major  objecive  this  season. 

Northwestern's  victories  over 
Southern  were  by  scores  of  85-74 
at  Prather  Coliseum  (the  Demons 
are  4-0  at  home  this  year)  and  89- 
88  at  Baton  Rouge. 

Sophomore  guard  sensation  Ver- 
non Wilson  poured  in  31  points 
in  the  narrow  win. 

The  winning  points  came  with 
17  seconds  remaining  on  a  short 
jumper  by  junior  forward  Jessie 
Horner,  who  finished  with  22 
points. 

Horner,  a  transfer  from  South- 
western (Bo.)  Baptist,  pumped  in 
19  points  in  the  easier  triumph, 
while  Wilson,  a  transfer  from 
Grambling,  added  17.  But  the  high 
scorer  was  6-4  junior  postman  Thur- 
man   Baptiste    (22  points). 

Baptiste,  a  sub  last  season  for 
the  departed  6-8  Charles  Blood- 
worth,  has  played  strong  ball  re- 
cently and  been  a  tremendous 
factor  in  a  streak  that  saw  the  De- 
mons win  four  of  their  five  final 
games  of  1969. 

Prior  to  beating  Southern,  North- 
western whipped  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference rival  Nicholls  State  88-82 
and  East  Texas  Baptist  117-77,  be- 
fore falling  84-78  to  Stephen  F. 
Austin,  the  nation's  fourth  rated 
college  team. 

Northwestern  opened  its  season 
by  smashing  major-college  Tulane 
88-77  as  Wilson  canned  26  points, 
senior  forward  Marvin  Willett  ad- 
ded 21  and  senior  guard  Johnny 
Janese  contributed  16.  Big-time 
power  Houston  nudged  the  De- 
mons 81-68  in  their  next  game. 

The  Demons  rebounded  to  edge 
East  Texas  State  87-86,  before  fall- 
ing to  last  year's  defending  GSC 
co-champions,  Louisiana  Tech  (88- 
62)  and  Southwestern  Louisiana 
(69-61). 

Since  the  Tech  game,  coach  Tyn- 
es Hildebrand's  club  has  shown 
steady  improvement,  however,  and 
could  conceivably  make  the  play- 
offs again. 
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
